The reply filed on 5/8/03 is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action because of the following omission: Applicant has 
not provided an election with respect to the Species of specific disease or disorder treated as required in Section 6(B) of Paper No. 7 
See37CFR 1.111. 

While Applicant's election of the specific treatment set forth in Claim 67 (drawn to a method of increasing the lifespan of a 
B cell) is acknowledged; this election fails to set forth the diseases or conditions encompassed as recited in other of the independent 
claims (e.g., claims 1 and 12) that are also part of the Group elected. The Examiner has required Applicant to identify a particular 
disease or condition treated, and in addition identify which among the other methods recited are methods that recite mechanistic 
aspects that are concordant with the disease and the particular polypeptide elected. Since some polypeptides appear to activate B cell 
function whereas other polypeptides appear to inhibit B cell function, these mutually exclusive activities require identification of 
which claims reflect an action that could be mediated by the elected polypeptide. 

If the explanation provided supra is not sufficient to clarify the Species Election set forth in Paper No, 7, Applicant is invited 
to contact the Examiner at the number below.
